temporarily storing the UDP frame information solely at or bolow the 
transport layer as a UDP packet within a protoco l stack the BlntU transceiver : 
transmitting the UDP packet directly from the BlntU transceiver protocol 
st a ck to the network access point at ,or b el ow, the transport layer; 

transmitting the UDP packet from the network access point to the data 
distribution center at , or b e low, the transport layer; and 

wherein the UDP information output by the encoder travels from the 
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encoder to th e stack and from the stack to the network access point solely at^ 
b el ow, the transport layer and without being processed by the computer processor 
in the personal computer.
